PARIS, July 2.—(#)—Settlement 
on a very favorable basis of the 
Franco-American negotiations center- 
ing about President Hoover’s proposed 
war debt holiday tonight was expect- 
ed within a few hours. 

Although no official announcement 
was likely before tomorrow, it was 
learned from reliable sources that an 
agreement had been reached on certain 
of the outstanding issues on which the 
French and American viewpoints dis- 
agreed. 

This information was that» France 
has agreed to give Germany more 
than five years to refund a loan based 
on the unconditional reparations, and 
that ten or more years probably would 
be granted. 

France also was said to have re- 
cousidered her suggestion that some 
of this money be loaned to Jugo- 
Slavia and other small European na- 
tions whose needs would be provided 
for by other means, 

It was learned also that France 
and Great Britain are approaching an 
agreement on the question .of the 
guarantee fund under the Young plan.

He, therefore, had nothing to do 
with the only son of Lord Roberts, 
who was removed in the ordinary way 
by ambulance after the engagement In 
the evening. Gandhi's heroism is also 
a myth, as he stipulated, when I en- 
gaged him, that he was only to be em- 
ployed on the lines of communication 
and never under fire, and he never

INCREASE IN WEEK 


WASHINGTON, July 2,—(h)— 
Loans te brokers and dealers held 
by New York federal reserve member 
banks for the week ended July 1 were 
announced today by the federal re-.
